Officials Unable To Trace 
Source Of Bolinas Hepatitis 


State and county health offi­ 
cials said last night they have 
been unable to trace the cause 
of Bolinas’ hepatitis outbreak to 
any single source — including 
the highly-suspect lagoon — but 
added that the lagoon’s quaran­ 
tine will remain in effect. 
The officials spoke at a forum 
s p o n s o r e d by the Bolinas 
'Community Public Utility Dis­ 
trict which attracted an over­ 
flow crowd estimated at 200. 
St a t e epidemiologist Dr. 
Ronald Roberto said his inter­ 
views with the 12 hepatitis vic­ 
tims have not pinpointed any 
one source. 
“Between four and six per­ 
sons reported having direct con­ 
tact with lagoon water,” he 
said, “So we certainly can’t rule 
out the lagoon’s polluted wa­ 
ters.” 
He said, however, that the oth­ 
er cases reported having little 
or no contact with the lagoon, 
which was placed under quaran­ 
tine Aug. 14.

Planes Destroyed At 
Five-Minute Intervals 
AMMAN (UPI)—Arab guerrillas today blew up 
three hijacked planes valued at $20 million after 
freeing the hostages held aboard under a death threat. 
Sixty men were kept aboard the dynamite-laden planes 
until the last possible moment. 
One group of 124 hostages arrived in Amman this 
morning in a convoy of eight Jordanian army buses led 
by a female guerrilla who shouted Palestinian patriot­ 
ic songs over a loudspeaker from her jeep. Tonight the 
r e m a i n i n g male passengers arrived in two heavily 
guarded convoys, apparently the last of the refugees.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - An 
unknown number of the nearly 
15,000 commercial 
airplane

United States today had an 
extra passenger — a gun- 
carrying guard, stationed in the 
cabin on President Nixon’s 
orders.

But it was doubtful the 
average airline traveler would 
know if his flight carried the 
jet age version of the shotgun 
rider; and even if he did know, 
he probably could not tell which 
of his fellow passengers was 
the guard.

A Big Demo 'Blunder' 


SAN DIEGO (I I P ! Assem­ 
bly Speaker Robert T. Monagan 
today assailed Jess Unruh as 
the "biggest Democratic blun­ 
der" in years and predicted his 
"trick-or-treat 
campaign 
tac­ 
tics" will be solidly rejected by 
the voters. 
The Republican legislator— 
who has served 10 years with 
Unruh in the Assembly—said

Monagan lashed out at the

T. Agnew, Gov. Ronald Reagan 
and U.S. Sen. George Murphy.

sick and tired of those who 
would continue to run down and 
find fault with this fine nation.

Reagan is slated to wind up

speech. The semiannual meet­ 
ing is designed primarily as a 
gigantic pep rally for GOP 
candidates and campaign work­ 
ers.

asked unsuccessfully that Dahl­ 
gren present them to him before 
giving them to the bridge di 
rectors. 
But Dahlgren, in a rare dis­ 
play of staff friction, hotly said 
that Director L. E. Castner of 
Sonoma County had asked for 
the figures, "and if he asked for 
them, I’m going to give them." 
The auditor noted he had 
worked on the figures until after 
m i d n i g h t Thursday and had 
come in early yesterday to com­ 
plete them. 
Under the district’s law, the 
auditor reports directly to the 
board of directors, and not 
through the general manager.

A Marin Superior Court judge 
yesterday took under submis­ 
sion the case of a Lagunttas 
man who claims that marijuana 
is “the sole means” he has of 
achieving certain religious ex­ 
periences. 
Judge Samuel W. Gardiner 
heard final arguments in the pot 
possession case against Jeffrey 
Neil Stallard, 28, who has testi­ 
fied that only through use of 
marijuana can he “feel like a 
child leaving church — glad to 
be alive.” 
Stallard is testing the consti­ 
tutionality of mairjuana laws, 
saying that he should be allowed 
use of the drug under the consti­ 
tutional guarantee to religious 
freedom. 
J u d g e Gardiner yesterday 
asked Stallard’» attorney, Rich­ 
ard Cohen, to 'Consider' the hypo­ 
thetical, question of religions 
who use “human sacrifice to 
achieve that same glow.” 
Cohen responded that the reli­ 
gious freedom guarantee is not 
all-inclusive but that protection 
of society has to be considered, 
also. In the case of marijuana, 
he said, there is no danger to 
society from the use of pot by 
one person in his religious prac­ 
tices. 
Deputy Dist. Atty. Joshua W. 
Thomas, however, argued that 
“ thousands hold the same reli­ 
gious beliefs as Mr. Stallard and 
don’t smoke marijuana. 
Stallard got himself arrested 
in April 1969, by handing a mar­ 
ijuana cigarette which he had 
taken out of his boot to a. sher­ 
iffs deputy at the county ja.il. 
Cohen, said that this, act was 
evidence of Stallard*» true belief 
and, good faith., and although he 
never mentioned entertainment 
tycoon Frank N. Werber, there 
was an unspoken comparison 
with that case. 
Another superior court judge, 
E. Warren McGuire, ruled out 
a religious defense for Werber 
in whose home narcotics agents 
found six seabags of marijuana 
as well as o t h e r quantities 
throughout the house.

I 
bought different needles, the 
“only thread” for sewing knits 
and adjusted my upper tension 
and am now ready to jump out 
of my third floor window unless 
you can help me.

DEAR MRS. C.O.: 
I admire your tenacity; I’m 
afraid making a pair of under­ 
pants would never be worth all 
this aggravation to most wom­ 
en. 
Although I haven't actually 
tried the lingerie knits myself, I 


have worked with the very 
sheer pure silk knits that 'Pucci 
the Italian designer made so fa­ 
mous, and I can give you help 
that worked with this difficult 
fabric. 
The stitdies skipping is most 
likely caused from too much 
play between the presser foot 
and the stitching plate of the 
machine. In other words, you 
will have to tighten the screw 
that makes the presser foot 
come down closer to the ma 
chine so that the fabric will be 
held more taut. 
Another tip would be to be 
sure you are not using the feed 
plate that you use when you are 
sewing with the zigzag stitch. 
Again, there is too much play 
and you will find if you use 'the 
plate that only has a small hole 
for the straight stitching, it will 
work much more beautifully.

DEAR MRS. J.Z.: 
I have always found it worth 
the extra effort to apply braid 
by hand rather than to "do this 
the quick 'way by machine. First 
of all, any b r a i d or trim 
immdeiately calls everyone’s at­ 
tention to the trim, if it isn’t 
applied perfectly, you have not 
achieved what you set out to do. 
When applying double fold 


textured braids should also be 
loosely tacked by hand. 
It isn’t necessary to take ex­ 
tra small stitches; it doesn’t 
have to be tacked that closely. 
But, above all, don’t pull your 
thread and get a puckered, 
pulled look. Taking small, tight 
stitches is the common fault of 
most home sewers. This comes 
as a result of doing hand em­ 
broidery when you were young­ 
er. Just remember to keep the 
t h r e a d loose and you'll be 
amazed at the lovely results.

The 1970 Sausnlilo Arts Festi­ 
val, held last weekend, was an 
“ artistic success,” according to 
Hubert Ellison of the Snusalito 
Arts G n ler, but failed, to draw 
the crowds it attracted in past 
years. 
Approximately 8,500 persons 
attended the three-day festival, 
as compared to 15,664. “ We 
broke even, but that's about 
all,” Ellison said, noting that 
only $8.450 was collected for 
both general admissions and ad­ 
missions to evening programs. 
“ 1 have no idea why ihe peo­ 
ple didn’t come.” he continued. 
“ Everyone who came was very 
pleased with it and had a good 
time; the design was good and 
it was comfortable and there 
was plenty of room. 
“ It showed the arts center 
(the f e s 1 1 v*a 1 "s sponsor) ex­ 
tremely well, but the crowds, 
didn't com e during the day, not 
much art work was, sold by indi­ 
vidual artists and 'people -didn’t 
come to the evening shows in 
large number,” Ellison added. 
He said older members of the 
arts center have focused on the 
festival as the year’s major 
event which would keep the cen 
ter afloat financially. 
“ I think we have learned that 
depending on a once-a-year shot 
doesn’t always work,” the di­ 
rector said. “ In the future I fee 
we should plan to have a varie­ 
ty of shows and programs — on 
a regular basis — throughout 
the year.” 
He added, however, there 
no plan to discontinue the festi­ 
val, w'hich has 'become Sausali- 
to’s annual major c u l t u r a 
event.

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Railroad Depot Depressing 
Relic From Busy Past 


IT WOULD BE DIFFICULT to im­ 
agine a more depressing place than an 
American railroad station today. 
In earlier times railroad stations 
had all the hustle and bustle found to­ 
day in international airports. 
Trains arrived from and departed 
for faraway places. People scurried to 
and from loading gates. There was ex­ 
citement in the atmosphere. T e n d e r 
goodbyes and joyous welcomes were 
in evidence on every side. 
Redcaps hurried baggage to a n d 
fro. There were lines at ticket count­ 
ers. Larger stations contained restau­ 
rants and lunch counters crowded with 
lively people. 
IN CONTRAST to those exciting 
times, a visit to a railroad station today 
is a sad experience. 
The arrival and departure board at 
the grand old Southern Pacific depot 
in Oakland lists only three trains un­ 
der each heading. 
There is no longer any restaurant 
or lunch counter or observation deck. 
A snack bar operates only a few hours 
a day, around train time. 
Only at train time does a 
taxicab appear. Same with red cap bag­ 
gage handlers. They are few and far 
b e t w ee n. They move slowly. They 
have aged. There are no new, young 
men entering that field. 
THE BIG TICKET counter is de­ 
serted. Only one old fellow is left on 
duty. He is aging too. Even the cut of 
his suit fits the 1930s more than the 
present day. 
They don’t bother to turn on the 
overhead lights at all any more in the 
big waiting rooms. 
The grand old railroad paintings at 
either end of the main waiting hall are 
dingy. The Tahoe scene is old fash­ 


ioned. There are no roads v i s i b l e 
around the lake. No motels, either. 
Only an old fashioned steamer on the 
lake. 
The huge wall clocks are stopped 
at 12. Obviously they have been that 
way for years. 
There is no h u s 11 e or bustle, of 
course. The crowd which gathers for 
the arrival or departure of a train is 
hardly a crowd. Stragglers would be a 
better word. 
Those few people who do appear 
are old. Trains aren’t recruiting new 
passengers from new generations. 
Southern Pacific, understandably, 
hasn’t maintained the once-regal sta­ 
tion building very well. It shows signs 
of age on every hand. Windows are 
clouded with years’ accumulation of 
dust and grime. 
All-in-all it is sad to behold. 
IT DOES DISPLAY a spark of life 
for a few seconds when a train acutally 
arrives or departs. 
The only smile you are likely to 
see at the grim railroad station today 
is the smile on the face of the Pullman 
porter standing in the vestibule as the 
car rolls by. 
It reminds you that in days gone by 
Negros were known as happy people, 
despite their tribulations. 
Even the warm, friendly smile of 
the aging Pullman porter seems out- 
of-date. 
If there is a moral of all this, it is 
simlpy: 
If you are looking for kicks, don’t 
go to an American railroad station to­ 
day. It’s too depressing.

THE FIRST STEP, in the 
view of those convinced that 
halfway measures will no long­ 
er suffice, is to cease all 
flights to c a p i t a l s where 
known hijackers are harbored 
or where civil control clearly 
has broken down. At the top of 
this list would be Beirut. Two 
flagrant examples make abun­ 
dantly plain that control over 
international flights arriving 
and departing at the Beirut 
Airport no longer exists. 
While the Pan Am 747 hi­ 
jacked with 189 passengers 
and crew was on the ground at 
Beirut it was invaded by col­ 
laborators of the hijackers 
who wired it with explosive 
charges. Then under Palestini­ 
an guerrilla control the plane 
was ordered to take off for 
Cairo. This action put every­ 
one on the plane in grave dan­ 
ger. Only seconds after the 
last of the captives dropped 
down "the escape chutes at the 
Cairo airport, the great plane 
exploded and burst into flame. 
The passengers owed their 
lives to the crew's calm effi­ 
ciency. 
The second instance is an 
even more glaring example of 
the anarchy that prevails. As 
the British VC-19 put down at 
Beirut, having been hijacked 
over 'the Persian Gulf, the 
guerrillas took over the control 
tower and ordered the plane 
cff to an unknown destination. 
Here were 113 persons in im­ 
minent danger either from the 
plane exploding or from, a pre­ 
carious landing on the desert 
strip where the TWA and the 
Swissair jets were held. 
What will happen to the hi­ 
jackers in Cairo who captured 
the Pan Am plane should say 
something about whether in­ 
ternational carriers continue 
to serve the Egyptian capital. 
One American carrier, TWA, 
has had flights into Cairo, as 
have British and Australian 
lines. 
FAR G R E A T E R surveil­ 
lance of passengers embarking 


flights is a 
Metal detec­ 
tors at each gangway to pick 
up concealed weapons arc a 
minimum. Place of origin, 
documents .submitted by the 
p e a s e n g e r , passport, etc., 
should get more consideration 
than in the past. A computer 
cannot perform this function. 
Die q u e s t i o n of armed 
guards stationed on each inter- 
n a t i o n a l flight is touchier. 
Both for courage and resolve, 
the crew of the El A1 plane 
hijacked out cf Amsterdam 
gets high marks. But there 
was also an element of luck. 
An armed struggle in a pres­ 
surized cabin at 35.000 feet in 
the air will not always have 
such a safe ending. Putting the 
plane into a steep downward 
glide to throw the hijackers off 
balance is in itself a risky ma­ 
neuver and one guaranteed to 
scare the passengers into fits. 
FOR MORE than three cen­ 
turies piracy wrote a bloody 
record in the Mediterranean. 
From the seaports of Algeria 
and Tunisia, pirates preyed al­ 
most at will on merchant ship­ 
ping. They took hostages who 
could buy their freedom if 
they were rich enough. If not, 
they were sold into slavery. 
S e v e r a l times the United 
States made war on the Bar- 
bary pirates with only limited 
success. After the general pa­ 
cification cf 1815, the British 
made two vain attempts to 
s u p p r e s s Algerian piracy, 
which was ended only by the 
French conquest of Algiers in 
1830. 
While today’s piracy has 
some resemblance to that of 
the Barbary Coast of another 
age. it is more difficult to 
combat. The Palestinian pir­ 
ates are a reflection of the an­ 
archy prevailing in both Jor­ 
dan and Lebanon. They prev 
on the delicate network of 
world air travel. 
Conquest in that other age 
was relatively simple. The 
conquerors had the elite weap­ 
ons. A few well-emplaced can­ 
non, a gunboat run up the es­ 
tuary — that did it, with a few 
casualties on each side. 
Organized terror with the in­ 
struments of mass destruction 
is a threat to all order and ci- 
v i 1 i t y here at home and 
abroad. It is the ultimate 
weapon of this age of violence, 
and how to counter it no one 
has yet discovered.

White And 'Ecological' 
We mentioned recently in this col­ 
umn that ecology-minded people could 
a v o i d introducing non-degradable 
phosphates into the w a t e r by using

More than 400 airline passengers were taken to 
Jordan by Arab g u e r r i l l a s this week during the 
world’s most dramatic series of airline hijackings be­ 
ginning Sunday with three successful air piracies and 
one aborted attempt by members of the Popular Front 
for the Liberation, of Palestine (PFLP). 
The spectacular gave way to the confusing as hos­ 
tages were shuffled from the planes parked in a desert 
near Amman—renamed Revolution Field by the guer­ 
rillas—to Amman hotels and nations negotiating with 
the PFLP studied proposals and counterproposals to 
get the civilians freed. 
Of three planes hijacked Sunday, two were 
taken to the field near Amman; the third, a jum­ 
bo jet Boeing 747, was blown up in Cairo after 
the passengers and crew were released. Then an­ 
other plnae was pirated to Amman Wednesday, 
brief hours after the Arab guerrillas said there 
would be more hijackings to prove their serious­ 
ness. 


Negotiations were held in secret, often with rep­ 
resentatives of the International Red Cross as the go- 
betweens. The Arabs were demanding the release of 
seven Arab prisoners held in Switzerland West Ger­ 
many and Britain, plus an undisclosed number held in 
Israel.

Pioneers Of The County Were Determined 


That Their Children Would Be Educated 


{Editor's Note: This is an­ 
other of the manuscripts on 
earlyday Marin personalities 
and events completed by the 
late Florence Donnelly, Inde- 
pendent-Jcurnal historian, for 
the Marin Magazine prior to 
her death.)

Discipline in Marin's schools 
was severe in the 1890s and the 
early 1900s. 
„ 
Those were the days before 
permissiveness 
had 
b e e n 
preached as an approach to 
child-rearing or child-schooling. 
And when the only kind of dem­ 
onstration tolerated by pupils 
was a demonstration of obedi­ 
ence and good conduct. 
Spankings 
were 
almost 
as 
much a part of the curriculum, 
as reading and writing. Nor 
were the girls immune from 
c o r p o r a l punishment. Some 
teachers used the rod, strap or 
switch on both boys and girls. 
And a principal who had been a 
sea captain wielded the cat- 
of-nine tails with vigor. 
S. M. Augustine, later to move 
to San Rafael and become a 
banker, was known as a particu­ 
larly strict disciplinarian at the: 
Tómales School and it was there 
that one girl was. whipped until 
the buttons literally flew from 


her dress. Her offense: the bad 
habit of clutching her penholder 
too tight. 


T H E PIONEER teacher held 
his or her position more through 
an ability to maintain discipline 
than from academic knowledge, 
which was only a secondary 
consideration. 
Not all the teachers of the 
time, however, were feared au­ 
thoritarians. 
At the Tómales 
School, for instance, was Daisy 
B. Lawton, self-educated, hold­ 
ing only a county certificate, 
but well informed and much re- 
s p e c t e d , even beloved, She 
came to the school in 1894 and 
remained there 27 years before 
resigning in 1921 to become the 
first county school supervisor. 
Stronghanded discipline in the 
schools that would not be toler­ 
ated by parents today was per­ 
mitted then, partially because 
the “spare the rod, spoil the 
child” philosophy was then gen­ 
erally upheld. Discipline was 
strict in the home. And it was 
expected it would be the same 
in the classroom. 


BUT ALSO, PARENTS had 
struggled hard to make public 
school education available to 
their children. And they were 
determined that their offspring 
should reap maximum benefits 
from their hard-won opportuni­ 


ties. Tomfoolery was not to be 
permitted to interfere w i t h 
learning. 
The Marin Journal discussed 
early financial difficulties in the 
establishment of public schools: 
“There were prior to I8601 sev­ 
en or eight schoolhouses in the 
county, but San Rafael, the 
county seat, had not yet become 
possessed of a school building. 


“THE COUNTY HAD not up 
to that time drawn a cent from 
the state treasury for school 
purposes. This was the result of 
the neglect of those in authority 
to put the school machinery into 
operation. 
“At that time the law provid­ 
ed that for a district to become 
entitled 
to 
public 
money, 
a 
school should 
be 
maintained 
three months without aid from 
public funds. Another provision 
was that boards of education 
should be composed of a super­ 
intendent and two qualified pub­ 
lic school t e a c h e r s of the 
county. 
“Since there were no regular­ 
ly established public schools 
(only p r i v a t e ones) in the 
county, there was no source of 
qualified teachers to serve on 
the board.” 


THE STORY WENT on to tell 
how Thomas J. Abies, elected

county superintendent of schools 
in I860, set out with determina­ 
tion to correct the situation.

Abies himself cotj^ucted exami­ 
nations and in one year issued 
15 to 20 certificates to teachers 
and 
began 
organizing 
their 
teaching 
stations 
as 
formal 
public schools. 
Julia C. Gilbert was San Ra­ 
fael’s first c e r t i f i e d public 
school teacher. She had been 
teaching at a private school, the 
San Rafael .Institute, on the 
northeast corner of E Street at 
Fourth. There she had some 25 
pupils. And to get a public 
school into operation '.in San Ra­ 
fael, Abies named her father. 
Rev. H. Gilbert, a Southern 
Baptist minister, and Oliver Ir­ 
win and County Judge R. B. 
Frink as trustees and designat­ 
ed the Gilbert-taught school, as a 
public institution. 


THE MARIN COUNTY Jour­ 
nal of Feb. 22. 1862, told of a 
meeting called to discuss the 
construction of a schoolhouse in 
San Rafael, presided over by 
Jam es T. Stocker with James L. 
Bul lis as secretar}-. 
An offer by John Simms to do­ 
nate a lot on the southwest cor­ 
ner of B Street at Fifth and to 
advance the money for the con 
struction of the school was ac­ 
cepted. By April of 1862. the 
new building, a 26-by-40 frame 
structure, was completed. 
The new school became over­ 
crowded and additional rooms 
had to be rented to accommo­ 
date the overflow of students. 
Several bond issues to build an 
addition to the B Street school 
were defeated. 


BUT IN JANUARY of 1869 a 
concerted drive for a special tax 
! j Ü >vaS launched wlth'd’ fr&Otlng at 
> < I 2 * - r i >< 
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which a committee composed of 
Isaac Shafbr, Oliver Irwin, J.A. 
Barney, w.A. Boyd and L.A. 
Hinman recommended the erec­ 
tion of a brand new building. 
The necessary special tax was 
a p p r o v e d in an election in 
March, and a new building cost­ 
ing $3,250, with four rooms on 
two stories, was completed in 
1870 at the old B Street school 
site. 
The old school wfas sold at 
auction for $550 and moved to 
the southwest corner of B at 
Third where it was raised and 
converted into a two-story build­ 
ing to be used as a business 
house. 
Other sections of the county, 
some of which had also relied 
earlier upon private schools, be­ 
gan to form public school dis­ 
tricts. 


IN WEST MARIN a number 
of districts were organized or 
proposed with competition be­ 
tween the town of Tórnales and 
the people living on the bay and 
ocean shores to become the 
principal educational center of 
the region. Tómales, which had 
formed the county’s first dis­ 
trict in 1857, won out when War­ 
ren Dutton contributed as a site 
a parcel of land on a hill a block 
and a half from Main Street in 
1868. Early the following year a 
one-story school building was 
erected there, and in 1875 anoth­ 
er story was added. 
In the extreme northwestern 
corner of Marin County the Es­ 
tero School District was formed 
in May of 1868 with J.S. Grandi, 
James McDonnell and Dominico 
Conti as trustees. The post of­ 
fice address was Valley Ford. 
Along the ocean shore west of 
Tómales, Franklin District was 
organized May 12, 1862, with 
Trustees Frank Clark, James 
Soldati and John Mitchell. 


THE NORTHERN portion of 
what was originally formed as 
the Glerna District became the 
Garcia District May 5, 1863, and 
operated a 
twm-story school- 
house, 30 by 40 feet, built in 1866 
on land donated by B. T. Wins­ 
low. Classes were held on the 
first floor, while the second 
served as a public hall. C. O. 
Sharpe wras the teacher and E. 
B. Nelson, Joseph Gamboni and 
A. Martinelli the trustees. 
Halleek was formed from the 
Tómales District on May 13, 
1862, with the postoffice address 
of Marshall. The schoolhouse 
burned early in 1899. but was 
soon replaced. 
I n v e r n e s s was a relative 
late-conier, organized April 4, 
1899, from portions of the ola 
G a r c i a and Pierce districts, 
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with Mrs. J. S. H a m i 1 to n, 
Charles J. Langley and G. Giub- 
bini as trustees. 


LAGUNA WAS formed in San 
Antonio Township in May of 
1967 and later added to the Chi­ 
leno Valley District. It was re­ 
organized in 1890. then taking in 
a portion of Southern Sonoma 
County. 
Lincoln in Hicks Valley, also a 
part of San Antonio Township, 
came into being in May of 1873. 
It voted a special tax to con­ 
struct a building in 1886 
Aurora in Tómales Township 
along the Sonoma County line 
was formed in August of 1862. 
W. R. Fairbanks. Paul Dado 
and P. S. Sartori were the trust­ 
ees for its grammar school. 
H ie school district in Novato 
was organized in 1862 and a 
sm all schoolhouse constructed 
on land near what is now High­ 
way 101. This was torn down to 
make way for a new building 
completed in 1873 at a cost of 
$1.800 and described as “ neat 
within and elegant without, with 
a cupola towering up from the 
front some 20 feet.” 


THE SCHOOL operated with 
two teachers under the policies 
set by Trustees A. D. Scott, C. 
C. Williams and A. DeVoto. 
It was not until early 1893 that 
the San Anselmo School District 
was 
formed 
and 
a 
$5.000 
school built. 
The Eastland fM ill Valley) 
D istrict was organized in 1891 
and $2.000 voted for school con- 
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«ruction purposes. J. F 
Sea­ 
man was the Aral principal 
there. Josephine T. Lenhan his. 
assistant, and Louis L. Janes. 
Alonzo Coffin and J. H Mclnnis 
the1 trustees.. 


ROSS LANDING School Dis­ 
trict had been formed from the 
San Rafael District in May of 
1866 and school opened that 
same month with Eliza Boyd 
teaching and Charles L. Coulter. 
M. J. Lindsay and Frank J. 
MuRkearn serving as trustees.. 
The school, built in the manner 
common to the time, had its cu­ 
pola from which the bell hung, 
and it was an honor for the stu­ 
dents to be allow ed to pull the 
ropes that rang the bell. 
In most cases the land upon 
which these p i o n e e r schools 
were built was donated by pub­ 
lic-spirited property h o l d e r s. 
This was true of the Dixie Dis­ 
trict. where Jam es M iller con­ 
tributed land for the school at­ 
tended by his youngest son, Ber­ 
nard. Because erf a large num­ 
ber of children at St. Vincent’s 
Orphanage w ho lived in the Dix­ 
ie School, the district enjoyed a 
considerable s t a t e appropria­ 
tion. 
The 
school was 
a simple, 
one-story building, minus the 
usual bell tower. 


TH E SAN JO SE School Dis­ 
trict building was at Ignacio It 
was located on the old San Jose 
Rancho grant made to Ygnacio 
Pacheco. .And it, 'too, was. a 
plain building with a steeply- 
slanting roof. But it had its cu­ 
pola and school bell. 
The Marin Journal reported 
that “ one of the first schools in 
the county was located where 
Corte Madera (railroad) station 
now is, a school having been 
maintained there before any 
public funds, were received.’* 
The story went on to tell how 
Sausalito Township was organ­ 
ized as a school district on Aug. 
12. 1862, with the school estab­ 
lished at Corte Madera. The 
name change to Corte Madera 
was made in 1895. The villages 
of Corte Madera and Larkspur 
were both served. 


A 
SUBSTANTIAL two-storv

cost of $5,C00 with Trustees W. 
H. Eastman, Jam es F. Broad

and Henry de Veuve supervising 
the program. 
The Journal was also the 
source erf information that "the 
Richardson District, which in­ 
cluded the town of Sausalito, 
was formed *1 November of 
1870. When the town was incor­ 
porated. it became a separate 
district. But later the outside 
territory was added to the town 
district and the name of Sausali­ 
to School D istrict applied to 
a ll” 
An election in 1887 approved 


$5.000 in bonds for a budding of 
six-rcoms that was completed 
an d dedicated the following 
year — “ a modern one provided 
with all the conveniences.” 
“ There is,” the Journal con­ 
tinued. “ a very good library 
containing several hundred vol­ 
umes and a collection of miner­ 
als and shells. Many of the 
specimens have come from the 
East. The collection represents 
almost all the great mineral re­ 
gions of the U.S. Some of the 
shells came from Europe and 
others were gathered along Or- 
amandel Coast near Bombay. In 
addition to this, the library con­ 
tains a great many oddities and 
things of local historic associa­ 
tion . . . . ” 
The new school began wáth 
James B. Davidson, president of 
the Marin County Board of Edu­ 
cation, as its principal and the 
Misses F. C. Galloway and A. 
Farrell and Mrs. L. R. Brotber- 
ton as his assistants. 
Trustees were Jacques Thom­ 
as, J. R. Baraty and Pierce J. 
Elliott. 
On the Tiburón Peninsula the 
Reed District was formed in 


1874 and the Reed Ranch School 
operated from a house on Je f­ 
ferson Drive. In 1887 the south­ 
ern portion of the Reed District 
became1 the Tiburón District. 
And w i t h incorporation, the 
Belvedere District came into 
being in 1896 incorporation. U lti­ 
mately all these districts were 
to be joined as the Reed Union 
School District. 
There were other early Marin 
districts, some of which sur­ 
vived and others which have 
ceased to exist. Included were 
American Valley, Bay (in Boli­ 
nas), Black (at Point Reyes Sta­ 
tion), Lighthouse (on the Point 
Reyes Peninsula), Loma Alta, 
M a r s h a l l , Nicasio, Olema, 
Pierce (on the peninsula be­ 
tween Tómales Bay and the Pa­ 
cific Ocean>, Pacheco (northeast 
of Nicasio), Salmon Creek, San 
Antonio, San Gerónimo, 
San 
Pedro, San Quentin and Toe al­ 
oma. 
These were all g r a m m a r 
school districts, and it was not 
until 1888 that Marin had its 
first public high school — in San 
Rafael at the corner of Fourth 
and Shaver streets with Prof. C. 
S. Smythe in charge. 
An historian writ log of t he 
early-day public schools in Ma­ 
rin County said: 


“ THE T Y P I C A L pioneer 
schoolhouse was a crude affair, 
built of rough lumber; outside 
wTalIs were boarded up vertical­ 
ly and the cracks battened; 
two or three small windows 
were on a side and a door or 
two in the front; shakes covered 
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the roof; 
paint 
was seldom 
used. 
“ Inside the c h i 1 d r e n used 
rough tables and benches. The 
very early schoolroom had no 
blackboards. The children had 
their own slates 
and books 
which they carried to and from 
school. 
“ The old school slate was a 
picture to remember — a sheet 
of smooth slate within a wooden 
frame. In later years the frame 
wTas edged with red felt, looped 
on with black string, to make it 
less noisy when it b a n g e d 
against a table or desk 
Fussy women teachers tried to 
persuade their pupils to keep a 
bottle of water or damp cloth 
for cleaning the slate. But when 
something had to be erased, 
nearly everyone 
spit on the 
slate and wiped it clean with 
hand or sleeve.” 
Old-time r e s i d e n t s of the 
county still wince in remember­ 
ing the terrible squeals made by 
the chalk on the blackboard or 
the slate pencils on the slates. 


TH E HISTORIAN went on: 
“ The teacher sat at a desk or 
table in front of the pupils, on a 
platform raised six or eight 
inches above the floor. There 
was no system of grades in the 
old school A pupil’s progress 
was rated, by the reader in use. 
Usually one who had a fifth 
reader was doing a fifth year of 
work. 
“ One could continue in school 
as long as the parents were will-

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ing to spare the youngster from 
the chores. Many got tired and 
dropped out early. Others at­ 
tended school part time, which 
■was not unusual. If it was be­ 
tween farming seasons of plow­ 
ing and harvesting, the grown 
boys and girls might attend 
school. There were boys in 
school who wore beards which 
were in fashion in the 1870s and 
who chewed tobacco, also a 
fashion of the time. 
“Sometimes a man teacher 
also chewed, using the waste 
basket for a spittoon . . . . 
“A few minutes were spent 
before classes in singing,. A boy 
who bellowed, instead of try ing 
to sing, was promptly smacked 
down. 


“DURING EARLY years, a 
three-months vacation was held 
in the winter because of the dif­ 
ficulty of pupils in getting to 
school And to add to their mea­ 
ger earnings, teachers taught 
private school during the long 
winter evenings, for they were 
paid by the public school dis­ 
trict only for the months actu­ 
ally taught. 
“In the early 1890s, the teach­ 
er of the upper grades received 
$65 a month and the teacher of 
the p r i m a r y grades $50' a 
month." 
In those early years parents 
had to buy books Including read­ 
ers and penmanship manuals 
for their children, as well as 
pens and pencils. Just about the 
only thing the school provided, 
besides classroom and teacher, 
was the ink in the inkwells. 


IN LARGER TOWNS of the 
e o u n t y, “ bouseboys," doing 
housework and cooking for the 
well-to-do, for which they re­ 
ceived room, board and small 
wages, often a t t e n d e d the 
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“A GOOD DEAL of time was 
devoted, to penmanship, for it 
was regarded as an art in the 
old days. While pupils struggled 
with .scrolls and shadings on 
their slates, the teacher, a fancy 
penman, would show off, by 
doing with pen and ink or chalk 
a beautiful peacock, using all 
the known strokes of the fin­ 
ished artist.” 
Roys and girls, according to 
this historian, were rarely al­ 
lowed to play together. “And if 
the teacher were a good fellow, 
lie prevented much trouble by 
playing with the boys. For boys 
were prone, out of his sight, to 
sometimes promote fist fights. 
“On rainy days, everybody 
gathered around, the big wood 
stove in the schoolhouse during 
the noon hour. School let out at 
4 p.m.. Pupils, large and small, 
often walked several miles to 
get home in time for chores 
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schools to learn the English lan­ 
guage and American ways. 
Always neat in appearance 
and 
polite in manner, they 
worked exceedingly hard to at­ 
tain writing skills and excelled 
in arithmetic. B e c a u s e they 
were older than the other pu­ 
pils, they spent little time on the 
playground, but remained at 
their desks to write and study. 
¿And after classes, they hurried 
back to their jobs. 
On July 27, 1899. the Marin 
Journal could report that a 
school census taken by 34 “mar­ 
shals'’ had shown more than 2.- 
000 pupils on the Marin County 
public school registers. 


-THESE,’ 
THE 
newspaper 
noted, “represent all classes 
and conditions of our cosmopoli­ 
tan population. From scattered 
homes of Celt and Saxon, of 
Teuton and Gaul, come these ju­ 
venile representatives who will 
develop into heads of ‘Ameri­ 
can’ families by the next gener­ 
ation. Truly the process is mar­ 
velous.” 
A number of Indian, Black 
and Oriental children were also 
noted as being in the schools. 
In all, 3.061 children between 
the ages of 5 and 17 were count­ 
ed in the county — a gain of 165 
over the preceding year. Not 
all, of course, were in school. 
And some 548 attended private 
rather than public schools. 
Among the public school dis­ 
tricts, the Journal r e p o r t e d , 
Eastland (Mill Valley), Dixie, 
Corte Madera, San Rafael and 
San Anselmo had scored the 
greatest increases 
in attend­ 
ance. 


SAN RAFAEL HAD an enroll­ 
ment of 878. Dixie 220. Eastland 
213, Corte Madera 89 and San 
Anselmo 77. 
The Marin C o u n t y School 
Directory- listed on the county 
board of education James B. 
Davidson (later county superin­ 
tendent), Belle C. Brown. F. W. 
Wright and C. O. Sharpe. 
Robert F u r 1 o n g was the 
c o u n t y 
superintendent 
and 
b o a r d secretary, and Marin 
County then had 63 public school 
teachers. 
As noted earlier, the emphasis 
very often was more upon disci­ 


pline than curriculum. But there 
were s t e p s under way to 
strengthen the latter, as reflect­ 
ed in a report by Superintendent 
Furlong that also demonstrated 
that the “educationalese" of the 
pedant is no new development 
in the profession: 


“A 
SYSTEMATIC course of 
study outlines the work to be 
done in each of the several 
grades of the e l e m e n t a r y 
.schools, it defines the extent to 
which certain studies prescribed 
by state law shall be pursued 
during each of the eight years 
of school life reaching to the 
high school or academy. 
“ Pupils, who c o m p l e t o the 
course of study receive diplo­ 
mas of graduation from the 
grammar schools. The ‘Manual 
For Teachers' containing course 
of study is an index to the char­ 
acter and scope of 'education, .in 
the county . . . . 
".And while it is replete with 
suggestions as to methods and 
correlation, yet the teacher’s in­ 
dividuality is not restricted by 
it, the actual work of instruction 
being left to the judgment, tact 
and ingenuity of the teacher. 


“A HIGH DEGREE of teach­ 
ing skill is necessary* to train 
successfully the complex little 
humanities found in many Ma­ 
rin County districts. Entering: 
school, as many of them do, 
with no knowledge of English, 
perhaps unable to give name or 
age, with racial traits peculiar 
to the type, each little tyro is an 
enigma which the teacher must, 
solve, a chrysalis which she 
must unfold carefully to reach 
the undeveloped being within. 
“All do not develop into but­ 
terflies or angels. Tendencies 
inherited through a long line of 
ancestry’ cannot at once be elim­ 
inated by any process of X, Y 
and Z known to either mathe­ 
matical or pedagogical science. 
Many Marin County teachers 
have been brought to a full real­ 
ization of their own deficiencies, 
when in dire necessity to be un­ 
derstood they remember that 
neither Italian, Portuguese nor 
Spanish were among the lessons 
taught them in their youth . ... . . 
“The small, area, of Marie 
County permits of closer super­ 
vision than is practicable in 
most c o u n t i e s in California 
. . . . 
Owing to the fact that 
many children in county dis­ 
tricts speak only a, f o r e i g n. 
tongue, the conditions are not 
altogether favorable for high 
standards. Not withstanding this 
difficulty, competent j u d g e s 
outside our county, rank the 
schools of Marin with those of 
the foremost, e d u c a t i. o e al 
counties in the state. This esti­ 
mate of the efficiency of our 
schools must be gratifying to all 
who are engaged in their con­ 
duct. 


“ IT SHOULD give satisfaction, 
to all our people to know that 
the public schools of Marin are 
doing a noble service in training 
youth toward right living and to 
a fuller comprehension of the 
rights and duties of American 
citizens.” 
This week thousands of what 
Superintendent Furlong referred 


to as, “complex little humani­ 
ties” began a new school term 
in Marin County. 
These “little tyros,” like those 
of the 1890s. will not all develop 
into butterflies or angels. 
But II is the objective of dedi­ 
cated educators that they shall 
leave the halls of learning much 
better fitted to cope with the 
great complexities of contempo­ 
rary living. 
Schools and education have 
changed immensely since the 
days of Robert Furlong and his 
predecessors who brought the 
public school system to their 
Marin c o m m u n i t i e s, often 
against great odds and at the 
cost of personal hardships. To­ 
day's handsome, well-equipped 
structures sit upon a foundation 
that was laid originally for the 
wooden, often one-room school- 
houses with the bell in, tower. 
And not only the young students 
of today, but their elders as 
well, are often guilty of failing 
to give full credit to these pi­ 
oneers who were determined 
that their children and the chil­ 
dren of generations to come 
should receive the best possible 
public education.

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Tough Test For 
Benches Built 
From. Redwood 
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Marinwood Park Offers 


Hard-Use Opportunity

commission member for the Marinwood Community Services District, 
with a strong continuing interest in the development of the Marinwood 
Community Center and Community Park. 


So when the need developed for benches in the park, banning saw 
an opportunity to help fill it while at the same time testing and 
promoting the use of his favorite building material. 


The result was the donation by the California Redwood Associa­ 
tion of two benches of redwood on concrete bases, one designed for 
poolside use, the other for the park itself. 


The heavy use the benches were certain to receive would subject 
the redwood to a demanding test, the kind for which the California 
Redwood Association is always eager, banning felt. 


And, indeed, the test has already proven a rigorous one. Along 
with heavy use and the usual initial-carving indignities, one bench has 
suffered a dunking in nearby Miller Creek at the hands of pranksters 
or vandals. Returned to its proper place, it has survived and still 
serves its purpose. 


Marinwood Community Services District officials hope the future 
has better treatment in store for benches in the park that have been 
plagued in the past by vandalism. 


“ They are,” says Genevieve T. Bolding, district business manager 
and secretary, “the kind of park equipment in which everyone should 
take pride.” 


She points out that despite their sturdy construction, the Eckbo. 
Dean, Austin and Williams design is such that the benches impart a 
feeling of gracefulness and compliment perfectly the park surround­ 
ings. 


Accorded heavy but reasonable use, she is confident the benches 
will upnoid the prediction of the California Redwood Association that 
“the redwood should last almost forever.” 


And even confronted with the mindless vandalism that public prop­ 
erty apparently cannot entirely escape today, the benches in the Ma- 
rimvood park seem likely to be around for the enjoyment of more 
considerate users for a good long time.

One might say of David Ad­ 
ams that instead of helping peo­ 
ple see the world through a 
bright p e r s p e c t i v e , he has 
turned his energies and talents 
to creating the brilliant prism, 
itself. 
The 27-year-old Lagunitas res­ 
ident, a. former school psycholo­ 
gist, is now a maker of leaded 
stained glass, a rare occupation

even today in an era of hand­ 
craft renaissance. 
Indeed, the leaded stained 
glass artisan working in the 
true tradition of Medieval and 
Renaissance periods is as much 
a novelty in the 20th Century as 
a s c h o o 1 psychologist would 
-have been in the times of Queen 
Elizabeth I. 


A FULL-TIME artisan for 
just some three years, Adams 
finds his new career still a diffi­ 
cult road to follow economical­ 
ly, although spiritually satisfy­ 
ing. Much of the demand for the 
producís of his skill is depend­ 
ent upon commissions and 
word-of-mouth referrals. 
And, like his fellow artisans of 
the Renaissance, the youthful 
Adams and his wife Arlene 
must expose and exploit his tal­ 
ents and wares at fairs such as 
the current fourth Annual Ren- 
assissance Pleasure Faire and 


Ha’Penny Market which is ma­ 
terializing from out of the past 
on all four September weekends 
in a woodland setting near San 
Rafael. 
The Pleasure Faire is the per­ 
fect backdrop for Adams’ an­ 
cient. craft, for it is an authentic 
re-enactment 
of 
countryside 
fairs in England during the 
reign of Elizabeth I. Some 150 of 
the West’s finest c r a f t s m e n 
have gathered there, as in the 
manner of bygone times, to 
demonstrate their artisanship 
and sell their wares. 


THE FAIRE IS a newly- 
rediscovered market place to­ 
day mirroring ever mounting 
demand for handcrafted pieces 
of the kind bom a thousand or 
more years ago. 
While Adams’ stained glass 
windows hold an irresistible en­ 
chantment, even more intrigu­ 
ing is the young man himself. 


What kind of a person would 
turn his back on a far more re- 
m u n e r a t i v e occupation to 
launch a new and less secure 
career? 
To David, however, the expla­ 
nation of why he made such a 
drastic change is simple: 
“I just couldn’t find total sat­ 
isfaction in being a school psy­ 
chologist. I found much more 
^enjoyment in being able to see 
and feel the finished product of 
my efforts and labor. 


“I GUESS I also like being 
my own boss; of being able to 
set my own regimen, my own 
'hours; and being able to do oth­ 
er things when I want to.” 
And David Adams has been 
able to do just that during the 
past three years he has been a 
maker of stained and leaded 
gkass. Living and working in 
Fairfax since he started, he just 
last month mo\ ed both his shop 


and his home to Lagunitas. 
He does not begin work unt 
Í0 a.m., but will frequently r 
main in his shop until 11 in th( 
evening. When the mood, or n 
cessity, strikes, he will tak 
time off to attend to his fru 
trees or do carpentry arounj 
the home. 


WHEN NOT working, an 
weather permitting, David lik 
to live outdoors as much as pc 
sible, if only by lying in the su 
His wife Arlene shares his e 
thusiasm for the outdoors, ai 
both are avid gardeners. St 
also dabbles a little in weavir 
during the day, but her prima 
artistic interests are music 
and she sings with the Sa 
Francisco Opera Chorus. 
David, the glassmaker, pr 
mrarily makes windows, and fc 
works in the traditional manne 
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P R E T T Y Arlene Adams 
hangs one of the decora­ 
tive stained glass p i e c e s 
completed by her husband, 
David, in a w i n d o w of 
t h e i r Lagunitas home, so 
that the artisan-creator can 
judge for himself just how 
successful he has been in 
attaining a desired result. 
A former school psycholo­ 
gist, David Adams left that 
profession for w h a t he 
finds to be the more satis­ 
fying life of the a r t i s t - 
craftsman. While most of 
his s t a i n e d and leaded 
g l a s s creations are win­ 
dows for restaurants and 
the homes of the affluent, 
A d a. m s sometimes pro­ 
duces smaller w a l l and 
window hangings such as

Stained glass windows, he 
notes, are experiencing a 
resurgence of interest from 
th e construction industry 
generally.

of his 16th Century predeces­ 
sors, using lead cane and col­ 
ored glass. 
First he draws his designs — 
or cartoons, as they are called. 
Then, cu;ting different pieces of 
colored glass into the shapes he 
wants, he places them together 
in a mosaic and binds them 
with lead by soldering. 


THE PRICE OF his windows 
ranges from $15 to $30 a square 


foot, depending upon the com­ 
plexity of the designs. 
His major customers to date, 
other than people who go to tlie 
Pleasure Faire, are restaurants 
and older couples of some af- 
ftuency. 
Architects also arc calling 
upon young Adams to create 
s t a i n e d glass windows, and 
David feels that eventually, as 
his name and work become bet­ 
ter known, architects will be his 
major source of commissions. 
He notes that leaded stained 


glass is becoming more and 
more popular in construction 
and 111 at there is a renewed in­ 
terest in the art. 
At the moment, he is submit­ 
ting plans for what could be his 
largest work to date, a four- 
foot-by-16-fcüt window for a pri­ 
vate college in Southern Califor­ 
nia.

David Adams Of La

In Renaissance Of An Old Art Form 


DAVID ADAMS WAS born 
and reared in San Francisco. 
His mother was a school teach­ 
er and his father a sfilpfitter 
and union official. 
“Neither of my parents were 
involved with cr interested in 
crafts,” David explains. “ But 
my father taught me how to re­ 
spect working with tools and 
with my hands, and I’m sure 
that has had some influence 
upon my life.” 
He attended San Francisco 
State College where he received 
his training as a school psychol­ 
ogist and where he also met his 
wife, who was studying music. 
Upon graduation, he worked 
in Palo Alto and then in Petalu­ 
ma as a school psychologist. 
Stained glass work was just a 
hcbby at that time. 


THEN., THREE years ago, he 
felt he would receive more sat­ 
isfaction by devoting his full 
time to making leaded stained 
glass 
and 
working 
with 
his 
hands. 
“There is a real satisfaction 
in being able to look at some­ 
thing you created, in being able 
to visualize and actually feel the 
results 
of 
your labors. 
And 
that's what I wanted,” David 
Adams declares. 


Adams can look back today 
upon his change of career with­ 
out regrets, even though he ad­ 
mits his new life hasn’t been 
all “roses”—at least not finan­ 
cially. 


“It wasn't an easy decision.” 
he continues, “for my income 
was reduced to practically noth­ 
ing at first and I still don’t re­ 
ceive the same compensation 
that I would as a school psy­ 
chologist.

Perfect Day For Island Visitors 
Ends With Luau On The Beach 


By LINDY BOYES 


A luau on the beach at sunset 
and a four-centuries old heiau 
make one of the most interest­ 
ing Hawaiiana days that a visi­ 
tor to the 50th state might wish 
for. 
The day starts with a leisure­ 
ly morning departure by auto­ 
mobile from Honolulu. Destina­ 
tion is near Makaha, the famous 
surfing beach at the southwest 
end of the island of Oahu. 
Along the way at Waipahu is 
the Ewa Sugar Mill which offers 
scheduled tours to the public. 
The old town itself is a colorful 
v:ew of Hawaii’s past plantation 
towns. 


THE HIGHWAY leads to the 
coast where lovely b e a c h e s 
beckon to the passerby at Nan- 
akuli, Haili, Pokai Bay and 
Makaha. All are good picnic 
sites. 
H o w e v e r , if you haven't 
packed a lunch and want more 
than a quick snack that’s avail­ 
able along the way at various 
places, the Makaha Inn presents 
an attractive and relaxing set­ 
ting in its Makaha Valley loca­ 
tion. 
It is also through the grounds 


of the inn that one must go to 
reach the newly restored Ka- 
neaki Heiau ( p r o n o u n c e d 
“hay-ow”), an ancient Hawaiian 
temple. 


SINCE THE WAY to the heiau 
is not yet marked, this is reason 
enough to stop at the inn to ask 
directions and look around this 
relatively new hotel complex of 
scattered c o t t a g e s around a 
main building. The 
heiau is 
about a mile further up the val­ 
ley. 
On the upper platform of the 
roofless lava rock heiau is a 
handsome carved wood tiki, or 
god. on a stone platform. This is 
flanked by two tall towers that 
look like fragile scaffolding. 
In front of these are a grass 
hut and a grass lean-to with a 
sacrificial altar between. 


THE LAVA ROCK 
that is 
used in the “flooring” and the 
low wfalls of the terraced heiau 
is hard on footwear, hence ten­ 
nis shoes or other thick-soled 
shoes are recommended. The 
restoration work was done joint­ 
ly by the Bishop Museum of 
Honolulu and the National Park 
Service. 
Retracing the drive along the 


ocean front, if you have planned 
ahead, you can end the day at a 
Hawaiian luau on the beach of a 
private home at Campbell In­ 
dustrial Park, near Barber’s 
Point. 
The luau is a distinctive form 
of dinner party Hawaiian style. 
The main item is pig cooked un­ 
derground by the heat of steam­ 
ing rocks. The process takes 
several hours and the result is 
tender, tasty pork. 


REMOVING THE pig from 
the underground oven, or Imu, 
is always a sort of ceremony. 
First the sand is dug away, next 
the burlap or canvas covering is 
removed, then the ti leaves or 
banana palm fronds, and then 
the pig which is u s u a l l y 
wrapped in chicken wire to keep 
the tender meat from falling 
into the fire. 
Musical entertainment always 
goes along with a luau. Here, 
the beach site with the setting 
sun and, later, torches for illu- 
m i n a t i o n adds a distinctive 
touch to Peter Sala's Sunset 
Luau. 
By the end of the program it’s 
about 9 p.m. and the end of a 
full day and a good one. 


Witches were never burned in 
Salem. Mass. 
They were hanged. 
And Callow 's Hill, where the 
19 men and women found guilty 
of practicing “witchcraft” were 
executed, still looms bleak and 
barren above 
that industrial 
seaport city. 
But the misconception about 
how “witches” met their doom 
here in 1692 is matched perhaps 
by the one that Salem is a place 
to visit only because of the infa­ 
mous witch trials. 
Not so. 


SALEM IS A landmark of ear­ 
ly American history' for many 
more important reasons. It was 
a leading port in the days of the 
sailing vessels, and ranked near 
Philadelphia, Annapolis, W i 1- 
liamsburg and Boston in its in­ 
fluence on colonial matters and 
on affairs of the early republic. 
First time visitors often are 
surprised by the number of 17th 
and 18th Century' houses that re­ 
main along the narrow water­ 
front streets. 
The oldest is the Pickering 
House, w'hich has been occupied 
by the same family since 1651. 
The Ward House dates back to 
1684, and the home of John 
Turner (1668) has been immor­ 
talized by Nathaniel Hawthorne 
as “The House cf the Seven Ga­ 
bles.” 


ALL THESE ARE open to the 
public. At the House of the Sev­ 
en Gables, which at first glance 
resembles an immense vulture 
brooding over the harbor, tour 
guides point out the mysterious 
secret staircase and Colonel 
Pyncheon’s chair, where he sat 
and saw blood in his cup. 
Hawthorne grew up in the 
house next door to Seven Ga­ 
bles. He was only one of several 
noteworthy Americans who liv­ 
ed in Salem. 
Roger Williams preached at 
America’s First Congregational 
Church, organized in Salem in 
1629, then left Salem to found 
Rhode Island. 
Samuel Mclniire was one of 
the most important architectur­ 
al designers of the new republic. 
Alexander Gr a h a m. Bell did 
much cf his preliminary work 
on the telephone here. 


ELIAS HASKETT Derby was 
a shipping magnate and the 
country’s first millionaire.

Display 
Museum at Pearl Harbor, Ha­ 
waii, is open W e d n e s d a y s 
through Sundays from 10 a.m. 
to 4:80 p.m. Admission is free. 
The display building houses 
historic, modern, and future ob­ 
jects covering the role of the 
Navy’s “silent service” from 
the acceptance of the first sub­ 
marine, USS Holland, in 1900, 
through the advent of nuclear 
power and on into the explora­ 
tion of “Inner Space.” 


Although his name is not as 
familiar as others, lie was the 
man who probably did the most 
for S a 1 e in. His ships were 
among the first American ves­ 
sels to bring goods and spices 
back from China and the East 
Indies. During the Revolution, 
his fleet joined other Salem 
ships to privateer on the high 
seas. Tbey are credited with 445 
captures. 
Salem shared handsomely in 
the profits that flowed from the 
American 
merchant 
marine’s 
post-Revolufcion “golden age.” 
The big, square brick houses 
are embellished with beautiful 
hand-carved woodwork and pan­ 
eling. Chinese paintings, porce­ 
lain and other valuables still on 
display in many homes reflect 
one of the ways the wealth was 
used. 


D E R B Y ’ S OWN home, of 
Georgian design with a striking 
ornate interior, is the oldest 
brick house in Salem. Built in 
1762, it is now part of the Salem 
Maritime National Historic Site, 
created in 1938 to commemorate 
the great sailing days. 
The site also indudes Derby 
Wharf and the original Custom 
House, where Hawthorm was 
employed as the surveyor of the 
port. 
At the Peabody Museum are 
exhibited relics of early 19th 
Century voyages. 
The Essex Institute houses a 
collection of materials connect­ 
ed with history and culture. 
There are rooms 
illustrating 
17th, 18th 
and 
19th 
Centruy 
styles and furniture of various 
periods through the Victorian 
era; portraits by Stuart, Copley 
and other noted artists; cos­ 
tumes and military uniforms; 
silver, china, glassware- and a 
library that contains half a mil­ 
lion becks and other publica­ 
tions such as ship logs and jour­ 
nals and family manuscripts. 


T H E R E IS NO admission 
charge at either museum. 
Other buildings open to the 
public i r c 1 u d e the Pingree 
House (1804), said to be one of 
M c l n t i r e ’s best efforts; the 
Crow in shieW-Bently 
II o u s e 
(1727) and the Pierce Nichols 
House (1782). 
There is also the Witch House, 
the restored home of “ Hanging 
Judge’ Jonathan Corwin, where 
preliminary examinations of the 
accused “witches” were held. 
The most popular spot for 
children is Pioneer Village, a 
reproduction of the original set­ 
tlement complete with frame 
“ Pilgrim” houses and pillory 
and stocks. It is adjacent to a 
shoreline picnic area on the 
city’s outskirts. 
Salem is just 15 miles north 
from Boston’s Logan Interna­ 
tional Airport. By rental car ob­ 
tained at the airport, visitors 
can drive the short distance on 
Route 127, which winds north­ 
ward along the coast through 
Saiein and such other scenic 
towns as Gloucester, Marble­ 
head and Rockport.

ACTUALLY, IT IS a combina­ 
tion of a cross-country walk and 
a wild run through brooks, mud, 
and over barbed wire fences. 
When the chase becomes inten­ 
sified there are an assortment 
of spills and falls. 
Guided by a master of trained 
hounds, the beaglers follow the 
dogs at some distance until a 
hare is discovered. Then, sud­ 
denly, 
the dogs 
and people 
break into a brisk trot. The dogs 
rush on, followed by the group 
leaping over fences, brush, tree 
stumps and boulders. 
The inspiration to keep run­ 
ning like gazelle over nature’s 
rugged meadows comes from 
the cheerleader encouragement 
of the master shouting at the 
hounds. 


IT IS A special exhilaration 
when the beaglers catch up with 
the hounds and become the co- 
pursuers of the hare, Although 
only the dogs can capture the 
animal, the spirit of the chase is 
the thing. You can undertake it 
as a vigorous or mild exercise. 
The ready assistance and cama­ 
raderie of fellow beaglers make 
this a pleasant experience. 
In Ireland, this is a fun way to 
spend a day outdoors. And it 
does give a man a thirst. 


REGARDED AS a “fun w ay" to spend a day outdoors in 
Ireland, beagling begins with a cross-country w alk with 
trained beagles guided by their masters sniffing out the 
hare and participants follow ing. But once the dogs flush 
their prey, the whole thing becomes a scramble with the 
“hunters" leaping o v e r fences, brush and boulders to keep 
pace with the fast-moving dogs and the usually still faster 
hare who almost always escapes his pursuers. Then it's 
back to the pub for Guinness and much talk about the day's 
events.

Two On Travel 
That Are Unusual

“Ours was to be literally a 
pilgrimage to another country, 
to the country of Britain,*’ Ed­ 
win Hay T e a l says of his 
••Springtime in Britain.” 
“We were looking forward to 
its i* o p s c s and downs and 
moors, to its fields and lanes 
and villages . . . All during the 
spring, and part of the summer, 
too, our pilgrimage would carry 
us through the beauty of nature 
in new forms, in unfamiliar 
places.” 
And Teal takes his readers 
along as he and his wife journey 
11,000 miles from southernmost 
to northernmost Britain, often 
criss-crossing the verdant island 
► from east to west and back. 
It is a different kind of travel 
book, and one we found enchant­ 
ing, alt the more so in that we 
had made a somewhat similar 
although briefer tour of Britain 
two years ago during which we 
enjoyed in the same season 
many of the same places and 
things that he savours and de­ 
scribes. 
It is a book that emphasizes 
not London or the other great 
cities, but the woods and moors, 
-the fens and mountains, the 
beaches and the meadows — 
skylarks and daffodils, bluebells 
and nightingales, cataracts and 
hedgehogs, butterflies and cor­ 
morants. 
It is a book, too, that stresses 
England's great writers of na­ 
ture, both poetry and prose. Vil­ 
lage after village is recalled for 
its association with some such 
sensitive figure. 
One of these, Edward Jenner, 
wrote: “The great book of na- 
. ture is open to all.” Like Jen­ 
ner, Teal and Mrs. Teal read 
avidly from that book. 
Having explored and record­ 
ed their findings of the North 
American continent in all its 
seasons, they now turned their 
attentions to these unfamiliar 
pages — the English and Scot­ 
tish countryside — in nature’s

book, and found them entranc­ 
ing. 
“The impression made by the 
British countryside is one of 
lived-in beauty, of a land long 
associated w i t h man.” Teal 
writes. “Its scenery is not over­ 
whelming or awe-inspiring. It 
holds no Alps, no Sahara, no 
Grand Canyon. Yet within the 
50,331 square miles of England, 
there is amazing variety. Com­ 
pared with the abrupt, spectacu­ 
lar changes in America, such as 
where the Great Plains meet 
the wall of the Rockies, it is va­ 
riety in a minor key. 
“The English countryside is 
essentially companionable coun­ 
try. ‘A green and pleasant land’ 
are words that return again and 
again to the traveler’s mind.” 
Braving the rains that one 
must endure if he is to really 
see Britain (and after all the in­ 
cessant showers are responsible 
for the lush greenness that pro­ 
vides so much enjoyment for 
the eyes), the Teals traveled lei­ 
surely, stopping frequently to 
observe, a bird in flight or song, 
a flower unfolding its petals. 


Goethe, Teal notes, once ad­ 
vised that “each traveler should 
know what he has to see and 
what properly belongs to him on 
a journey.” 


“ What properly belonged to 
us, we knew,” says Teal, “ was 
the outdoor aspect of Britain.’’ 


The Teals marveled that an 
island with 18 times the popula­ 
tion density of the U.S. has pre­ 
served within close proximity to 
its largest metropolitan centers 
great swaths of open green 
spaces. Somehow, the British

There 
are pictures of Henry Wadsworth Longfel­ 
low, of Indian victims and victim Indians, 
of cotton picking, early skiing, r a i I r o a d 
building, wheat threshing, oil drilling, m o­ 
toring, yachting, city streets, quiet towns, 
bridge construction, mansions, hovels and, 
various railroad stations including the orve 
above on the "summer-only" line known as 
the Kaaterskill Railway that carried passen­ 
gers to the famous C a t s k i I I Mountain 
House, 


their strengths and weaknesses, 
and their problems are all very 
real. And there is even a nice 
touch of romance involving the 
likeable Inspector Aveyard with 
a rebust village girl. 


managed to avoid much of the 
despoliation t h a t Americans 
have thoughtlessly or ruthlessly 
inflicted upon their e n v i r o n- 
ment. 
The Teals did note instances 
of where the English had com­ 
mitted 
mankind’s 
compulsive 
error of interfering with na­ 
ture’s grand scheme of things 
—the introduction of American 
gray squirrels to the New For­ 
est, for instance. But generally, 
those mistakes have been fewer 
in number and less costly than 
our blunders. 
So the reader travels with the 
Teals to valleys ablaze w i t h 
wild d a f f o d i 1 s, in a swan- 
accompanied row u p o n the 
Avon, to the Severn during the 
elver (baby eel) catching and 
eating season, to Dartmoor with 
its wild ponies, 
to Selborne 
where Gilbert White once lived 
and wTote and where the night­ 
ingale still sings, to the cliffs of 
Dover to listen to the cuckoo, to 
the site of the sunken city of 
Dunwich, to the remnants of the 
Great Fen, to the broads, of Nor­ 
folk, to the forest of Robin 
Hood, to Swallow Falls in Wales 
to watch the swifts, to the lakes 
associated with Wordsworth and 
Coleridge, to Hadrian’s Wall, to 
Lindisfarne Island, among the 
palms 
of 
Scotland's 
western 
coast and on to Scotland's north­ 
ernmost tip to view seals and 
gulls in daylight and in the mid­ 
dle of the night. And many, 
many more places, with charm­ 
ing names and delightful sights. 
And with Teal unfailingly de­ 
scribing them beautifully, with 
all the proper historic and scien­ 
tific associations. 
One completes the bock ea­ 
ger to begin it all over again at 
once. And one aches to return to 
Britain — in the spring or any 
other season —for another visit, 
certain that one’s observations 
of the countryside will be sharp­ 
ened by the example Edwin Way 
Teal has provided in seeing — 
really seeing — the beauty of a 
landscape and of the life with 
which it teems. 
“We had come so far to stay 


so short a time,” writes Teal. 
.“In how many hundred places 
in Britain we wished to remain 
for months instead of days’” 
To which this Anglophile can 
only say “ amen'* and thank 
Teal for a m e m o r a b l e and 
unique tour through the pages of 
his book that is the next-best 
thing to a personal journey to 
Britain in the springtime. 


IF TEAL’S “Springtime in 
Britain” is the most enjoyable 
travel book we have read in a 
number of years, “In Strangest 
Europe” by Peter Ratazzi is 
Carl T. Endemann’s choice as 
the best he has ever come upon. 
Endemann of Larkspur, who 
has traveled, much in Europe 
and who has corresponded with 
author 
Ratazzi 
o v e r s e a s , 
brought the book to our atten­ 
tion. 
We must agree it is a most 
entertaining and intriguing trav­ 
el volume, suggesting 21 off- 
the-track places, all on the Con­ 
tinent, that are g e n e r a l 1 y 
missed by the highway-bound 
tourists. 
We found, his rhetoric a little 
florid and his frequent digres­ 
sions sometimes disconcerting, 
Yet his “ A Cabinet of Curiosi­ 
ties, Rarities and Monsters,” as 
he subtitles his book, is an eru­ 
dite work that provides not only 
suggestions 
for a continental 
itinerary, 
but also food 
for 
thought about man’s past and 
present. 
Ratazzi's chapters deal with 
the likes of Dr. Faust's birth 
town in Germany, the brilliantly 
tessellated floor work in Portu­ 
gal that 
represents the last 
traces of the land once known 
as Lusitania, the pioneer plane­ 
tarium built by a Dutch wool- 
comber inside" his home in Fran- 
eker, the Fourth Century sar­ 
cophagus at Arles-sur-Tech in 
France from whence flows mys­ 
terious healing waters, Richard 
Wagner’s villa at Ha vello, Eu­ 
rope’s most mysterious ceme­ 
tery in the Rhineland, the fish­ 
ing lodge of the Russian czars 
in what is now Finland, the 
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Black Forest scene of bloody 
peasant revolutions, the Frank­ 
enstein country' of Germany, 
Leonardo da Vinci’s chateau in 
Italy complete with deathbed, 
and the “creepy curiosities” in 
the Villa Palagonia near Pal­ 
ermo that Ratazzi labels the 
“Strangest Place in the World.” 
The list is longer, and com­ 
plete with photographs it makes 
for fascinating reading. As a 
travel guide, we suspect, it will 
be more useful to the frequent 
visitor to Europe, in danger of 
being jaded by repeated returns 
to the more conventional sights. 
As for us, Loch Lomond, the 
Seine and Elsinore, seen but 
once, still offer good and suffi­ 
cient reasons to return again. 
The quality of this printed- 
in-Britain book is also worthy of 
special mention. Such is the pa­ 
per and the binding that it must 
weigh at least twice, perhaps 
thrice, as much as the ordinary 
book its size. 
The book is difficult to find in 
this country, Endemann tells us, 
but can be ordered for $6 post­ 
paid from Clayton B. Moore, 309 
Indest, New Iberia, La., 70560.

D.W. GRIFFITH: THE YEARS 
AT BIOGRAPH by Robert M. 
Henderson; F a r r a r , Straus 
and G i r o u x , 177 pages, 
$7.50. Reviewed by M a r j i

This is a book that separates 
cinema-buffs 
from c i n e m a- 
not-so-buffs. 
If you read movie lore for 
kicks, you'll have to dig for 
them in this textbook-like histo 
ry of D.W. Griffith’s years with 
Biograph. It shows his develop­ 
ment from casual actor to the 
most important director of his 
time, tracing the years just be­ 
fore he touched fame with “In­ 
tolerance'' and ‘ Birth of a Na­ 
tion.” The style is low-key, aca­ 
demic and doesn’t have much 
fun with a really groovy sub­ 
ject. But there are moments. 
Like when a bit actor jumped 
off a roof as Griffith hollered 
* ‘Something like: “Fool, you wer­ 


en’t on camera.” The chap re­ 
plied that he was only rehears­ 
ing and did it again. Needless to 
say, there weren't any stunt 
men in those days, even for the 
stars. But then, there weren’t 
any stars. 
Biograph did not bill actors by 
name, and furthermore, Griffith 
would use say Mary Pickford in 
the lead in one film, then cast 
her as a bystander in the next. 
Which may account for Miss 
Pickford's 
later 
characteriza­ 
tion of the great director as a 
“p o m p o u s and insufferable 
creature.” In a rare show of 
spirit, the author contradicts the 
lady, saying that her thumbnail 
sketch might better apply to 
herself. For almost everyone 
agreed that Griffith was ‘•soft- 
spoken, courtly, a typical South­ 
ern gentleman.” 
He did not appear to be bigot­ 
ed. despite such titles to his 


movies as “The G r e a s e r ’s 
Gauntlet.” 
Yes, 
about 
Mexi­ 
cans, but played out with com­ 
passion, A favorite theme of 
Griffith’s was the downtrodden 
Indian. 60 years before it be­ 
came a trend. 


In 1908 the nickelodeons could 
hardly compare with the sump­ 
tuous legitimate theaters. For­ 
mer butcher or tailor shops, 
they were jammed alongside 
each other in seamy sections of 
the cities, where sanitary regu­ 
lations were loosely enforced. 
The nickel price well-suited the 
purse of the masses that attend­ 
ed . . . with the lack of dialogue 
no barrier to immigrants and 
native illiterates. 
Griffith ground out one or 
two-reelers at 
the beginning, 
progressing to a four-reel film 
— which got him fired from Bio­ 
graph in 1913. He left, taking 
with him the major actors, and 


Biograph went into a fatal de­ 
cline. 
But in the meantime Griffith 
had 
accomplished 
much. 
He 
wasn’t 
the 
first to 
use 
the 
close-up (the device that gives 
the movies a supreme advan­ 
tage over the stage) but he was 
the first to use it for both dra­ 
matic and psychological effect. 
The techniques — such as the 
fade-in and fade-out, soft-tocus, 
back-lighting, rapid c u t t i n g , 
moving camera — were less im­ 
portant than the content of the 
films. 
“Griffith’s versatile and elas­ 
tic genius found itself at home 
in a v a r i e t y of realms of 
thought and feeling — the so­ 
cial, the psychological, the phil­ 
osophical, the poetic and the re-

making. In 1948 James Agee la­ 
mented that Griffith had lived 
too long.

The Pueblo Affair - A Case Of Miscarriage Of Justice 


A MATTER OF ACCOUNTA­ 
BILITY by Trevor Armbrister;

The 
subtitle 
is 
enigmatic: 
“The True Story of the Pueblo 
-Affair.” Enigmatic, until you 
read the events and realize how 
much the Pueblo saga has been 
garbled. 
If you tend to get shaky with 
rage at the military establish­ 
ment. this book is better left un­ 
read. Those of us who believe 
that military institutions in this 
nation are essentially represent­ 
ative of our republic will finish 
reading about the Pueblo inci­ 
dent hoping mightily that im­ 
provements can be made, 
w 
Naval Cmdr. Lloyd M. Bucher 
emerges from this long, careful­ 
ly documented narrative as a 
gutty, dedicated, humanitarian 
leader. 
He was also the victim of 


Navy 
bungling, Pentagon dis­ 
sembling and the philosophy: 
“Don’t give up the ship without 
a fight.” 
The bungling can be forgiven. 
After all, many of the people in­ 
volved in Naval intelligence and 
communications had rarely, if 
ever, been involved in a crisis. 
Rust is bound to accrue. 
The dissembling can be ex­ 
plained away inconclusively be­ 
cause communications and in­ 
telligence were muddled. For 
example, it was not known with 
certainty for many months that 
the Pueblo 
had not violated 
North Korea’s sovereignty by 
sailing within the 12-mile terri­ 
torial limit. 
Crucial to the affair is the phi­ 
losophy of warfare. “Don’t give 
up the ship” implies the ship to 
be a man-of-war. The Pueblo 
was not. It was a snooper ship 
loaded with electronic devices 
monitoring North Korean defen­ 
ses and communications. It had 


tw'o 50-caliber machine 
guns, 
both inoperable in frigid weath­ 
er, and small arms. Only a zeal­ 
ot or barnacle-brained admiral 
could classify such a ship as a 
warship. 
On a January afternoon in the 
Sea of Japan, the Pueblo was 
surrounded by two North Kore­ 
an destroyers and four torpedo 
boats. Bucher attempted to flee, 
hoping to reach 100 fathoms to 
dump tons of classified material 
and secret equipment. (Naval 
regulations forbid scuttling in 
less than 
100 fathoms.) 
The 
North Koreans opened fire, one 
U.S. sailor was killed, Bucher 
and others were wounded. So 
B u c h e r 
“surrendered.” 
He 
could not see the point of sacri­ 
ficing 81 men, especially since 
he thought most of his secret 
gear and documents had been 
destroyed by the crew before 
and during the flight to open 
sea. Actually, the Pueblo was 
captured. 


Today, Bucher is a student at 
the Naval Postgraduate School 
in Monterey. In effect he has 
been sidelined from a promising 
career at sea. He has been rep- 
remanded by a naval board of 
inquiry for giving up his ship 
without a fight. 
This ruling is not just a cover- 
up for military ineptness. Many 
career officers in the Navy con­ 
cur with the ruling. Bucher is 
something a pariah. 
The tipsy, s o m e t i m e s - 
unsteerable Pueblo should never 
have been taken from moth­ 
balls. An adequate destruct sys­ 
tem should have been installed 
to destroy the huge, oversupply 
of secret documents. 
A split 
command should never have 
been permitted. 
(Bucher was 
not in charge of the snooper sys­ 
tem operation or its men, but in 
effect took orders from a lieu­ 
tenant!) But all this and much 
more in the way of ineptitude 
and neglect of duty in Japan 


and Honolulu is basically extra­ 
neous. So is the brutal treat­ 
ment suffered by Bucher and 
his men from the North Kore­ 
ans. 
What remains is a paramount 
act of injustice perpetrated by a 
naval hierachy which woefully 
misunderstands what comprises 
heroism, honor, patriotism and 
duty. It is not enough to dismiss 
this episode. Trevor Armbris- 
ter’s message is that a bu­ 
reaucracy must be brought to 
account for grievous operational 
errors — but more importantly 
for a miscarriage of justice. 
“A Matter of Accountability” 
is somewhat ponderous reading. 
Former Saturday Evening Post 
editor Armbrister has shunned 
literary embellishments to re­ 
construct with notable care a 
complex historical event, believ­ 
ing the Pueblo affair of crucial 
n a t i o n a l importance. To his 
credit, the reader comes away 
with just that opinion.

retreat from the challenge with 
honor. 
But that was not the nature of 
the man. At times, he confused 
his identity with God. And God 
did not give up. 
Thus the hoax was born. It 


grew' rapidly until Crowhurst re­ 
alized he had created a monster 
with which he could not live. 
His boat was found sailing In 
calm weather with only the mis- 
sen set. Crowhurst was not on 
board.. 


Tomalin and Hall, using the 
logs and interviews with Cro- 
whurst’s 
friends, 
outline 
the 
steps toward suicide. 
If the book has a fault, it is 
one the authors confess. There 
is no hero. It wjas challenge 


enough explaining this complex 
man. 
Building 
sympathy 
for 
him would have strained both 
authors and reader and spoiled 
the record of one of the most 
bizarre 
voyages 
in 
seafaring 
history.

A GARDENER should consi- 
ier s o i l improvement as a 
long-range investment in beau­ 
ty. What he puts into the soil at 
the start will return beautiful 
results in the years to come. 
Hence, a cardinal rule is not 
[o skimp on materials, but to do 
thorough job.

If an ugly gas or electric met­ 
er spoils the looks of a patio, 
just build a cabinet to camou- 
Iflage the little monster. Put in 
shelving for item s often used 
[around the patio or for garden 
supplies. 
The cabinet is framed with 
one-by-three inch p o s t s and 
headers. Rear top and bottom 
headers are screwed to the 
house wall. 
Sides and the front opening 
may be designed with boards 
spaced for ventilation, or with 
glue-laminated boards for tight 
construction. Hinge the front 
sections to the posts for easy ac­ 
cess. 
The outdoor storage unit can 
be sized for a patio refrigerator 
or power mower, or merely 
trowels and clay pots. Western 
softwoods are a good choice of 
wood to w’ork with. 


The most important ingredi­ 
ent of good garden soil is organ­ 
ic material, or humus, which 
loosens heavy day soils and 
bulks-up thin, sandy soils. Soil 
management consists of adding 
humus and keeping it in good 
condition with adequate irriga­ 
tion. 


FARMERS OFTEN build hu­ 
mus by planting a cover crop 
and then turning it under to de­ 
compose. Home gardeners can 
take more direct steps. Because 
the soil area is comparatively 
small, gardeners can indulge in 
humus m aterials that would sin­ 
gly be too expensive —but high­ 
ly desirable — for the farmer. 
Humus building m aterials in­ 
clude such familiar things as 
peat moss, leaf mold, processed 
wood bark products, steer man­ 
ure and compost. These are 
added in copious amounts at the 
start and are re-supplied from 
time to time in future years. 
As they break down in the soil 
they become alive with bacteria 
which, in turn, make valuable 
ingredients available to plant 
life. 


THERE ARE many effective 
soil conditioners available to 
home gardeners; t h e s e help 
keep the soil loose and tillable. 
Before application, though, the 
soil must first be loosened. You 
can’t just add the conditioner to 
a compacted soil and expect a 
miracle. 
Industry research has devel­ 
oped packaged organic materi­ 
als and chemical conditioners 
as well as special tools which 
the 
gardener can 
utilize 
to 
achieve beautiful results. 
Properly used the materials 
are a sound investment and can 
save labor and frustration. By 
only adding fertilizer you can 
expect pleasing plant growth. 
Your nurseryman can recom­ 
mend the correct plant foods 
and can outline a soil building 
program for you to follow.

Then just plant to 
the recommended depth, water 
r e g u l a r l y , and watch those 
plants grow and blown. 
Come spring, you’U have a 
magnificent color spectacle that 
will be more than worth the 
small effort and expense in­ 
volved.

DON’T OVERLOOK sparaxis, 
w h i c h naturalize themselves, 
and produce beds and borders 
of c h e e r y color in orange 
shades, scarlet, salmon, yellow, 
crimson, pink and lavender. 
Crocus, for early borders and 
random accents in the garden, 
are also recommended.

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Points To Ponder In Planning Kitchen 


There are si* points to consi­ 
der when planning a kitchen. 
And since good kitchen plan­ 
ning depends upon a thorough 
knowledge of the family’s pat­ 
tern of living, it is best to check 
these key points before discuss­ 
ing ideas with your lumber deal­ 
er, carpenter or contractor. 
1. Will the kitchen be used 
for meals as well as food 
preparation? 
2. Do you plan on entertain­ 
ing quite a bit in the future? 
3. Are there small children 
in the family who must be 
watched or fad in the kitchen? 
4. Will teen-agers want to 
use the kitchen for informal 
get-togethers? 
5. Would the family like a 
comfortable relaxation area 
adjacent to the kitchen? 
6. Do you want to include a 
laundry center in the renovat­ 
ed kitchen? 
MANY OF THESE questions 
revolve around the question of 
how much space you have. 
An adjacent family room or 
laundry center cannot be includ­ 
ed if there just isn’t enough 
space, but a washer and dryer 
might be placed at the end of a 
food preparation counter. An 
L-shaped bench in a corner of 
the kitchen would provide a spot 
for relaxation if a complete 
family room can't be included. 
If meals are to be served in 
the kitchen, space must be prov­ 


ided for a table, built-in nook or 
counter arrangement. These fa­ 
cilities are extremely versatile 
because they can be list'd by the 
mother for correspondence and 
by children for school and hob­ 
by work. 
If there are teens who are 
learning to cook, or if you ex­ 
pect a great deal of entertain­ 
ing, ample work and storage fa­ 
cilities must be included in the 
master plan. Provide a spot for 
dad to store his refreshment 
supplies and set up a bar. 
Efficient work spaces, good
